DESCRIPTION OF THEIR NEW TEMPLE 
OF WORSHIP. 


Among the many grand and imposing church 
edifices in the West end, nope stand out more 
prominent in its grandeur and outlines of 
Sy metrical beauty than the church In course of 
completion, situated on M St. bet. 15th and 
16th Sts. n. w., belonging to the congregation 
whose name heads this article. 

The history of this church is an eventful 
one, and a brief outline may serve as an in- 
centive to the rising generation to press for- 
ward with the work commenced by the early 
fathers. 

The church was organized in 1836, over 48 
years ago, when not only the vista of slavery 
hovered around the hearthstone ofthe faithful! 
few struggling to serve the King of Kings, but 
the hydra-headed monster reached into those 
humble homes and snatched the babe from 
its mother’s breast, and sold one or both into 
slavery under the shadow of the Capitol of a 
free Republic! 

It was with this condition of surroundings 
that afew God-fearing menand women in 
1836 organized the church, and under the 
leadership of A. W. Wayman, afterwards 
Bishop Wayman, the first house of worship, a 
frame structure, was erected and dedicated to 
the ever living God, on the site now occupied 
by the magnificent temple of worship almost 
ready for occupancy. 

Iu 1851 the old frame was relegated to the 
rear of the lot to give place toa more commo- 
dious brick edifice to accomodate the growing 
and prosperous congregation. 

The church then erected, was regarded am- 
ple in size and facilities for generations to 
come, but the spiritofthe Lord permeated 
and blessed the congregation to such an ex- 
tent that it was found absolute necessary to 
enlarge their temple of worship, and this was 
commenced by Rev. J. W. Stevenson, in 188!. 
The present church edifice, which is near- 
ing completion, is 80 x 120, and js built of brick 
with granite trimmings. The style of archi- 
tecture is a harmonious combination of Doric, 
Corinthian anc Gothic. The seating capacity 
will be about 3ooo, The galleries will be 
open ateach end with floors slightly raised. 
The facilities for exit purposes are most ad- 
mirable; in addition tothe main door there 
are fout sets of stairway doors at each end of 
the building. 

The Pastor's study will be in the immediate 
rear of the pulpit and within stepping distance 
ofthe same. The auditorium will be 76 x 100, 
and will be one of the handsomest in the city. 
The stained glass windows, one ofwhich has 
been donated by the Philadelphia conference, 
another by the Baltimore conference, another 
by the New Jersey conference, will be of the 
finest and most exquisite workmanship. The 
large front window has been donated by the 
Board of Bishops, and will be in full harmony 
with the prevailing style of beauty ontlined 
for thisgrand structure. The lecture room 
will be a marvel of neatness and utility, the 
size of it willbe 5) x 75. In addition, there 
will be two parlors 30 x 40 which will be fitted 
up in @ manner to create the envy of the ad- 
mirers of the beautiful. 

An infant class room 5o x 40, also five class 
rooms 15 x 20 and a library 20 x 20 are pro- 
vided for on the main basement floor, all of 
which will be furnished with the most ap- 
proved furniture for their use. 

The sub-basement will be epecially fitted up 
for domestic purposes to be utilized on occa- 
sion of social gatherings for the benefit of the 
church, and no pains will be spared in provid- 
ing it with all the latestand most approved 
culinary appliances. 

The organ wii! not only be majestic in pro- 
portion but will rank deservedly with the 
great instruments in the country; the name 
of the builder, Jardine and Son,of New York, 
beinga guarantee of its superiority. Thecost 
will be Soo00. Theeuntire cost of the church 
edifice will be about $75,000, $20,000 of which 
was guaranteed by the General Conference at 
Baltimore a few months ago. 

The congregation is a live one, fnll of Christ- 
ian zeal for the success of their church, and 
who, under the leadership of their most wor- 
thy pastor, Christian and elegant gentieman, 
Rev. Jas. H. Handy, will soon bave their beau- 
tiful temple ready for praises to the Great 
Giver of light for his mercy and kindness to 
them. The Architect, Mr. T.G. Moresel, is de- 
serving ofall praise for his beauty of concep- 
tion and faithfulness in executing the plans 
of the church. The various artisans and me- 
chanics engaged are deserving of commenda- 
tion for the thoroughness and conscientious 
manner in which they have performed the du- 
ties assigned them. 

The building committee consist of Messrs. 
Jno. A. Simms, sr., Geo. Dally and Andrew 
Twine, all men of integrity, vim and push,

LOGAN’S LETTER 
Accepting the Republican Nomina- 
tien fer Vice-President. 
General Logan, Republican candicate for 
Vice-President, has writen a letter accepting 
the nomination “with a grateful heart and 
deep sense of its responsibilities” General 
Logan then enters into a discussion of

He then discusses ‘“‘our monetary system,” 
His remarks on this subject are summarized 
in the following sentences: “Our system of 
currency is most admirable in construction. 
While all the conveniences of a bill circula- 
tion attach to it, every dollar of paper repre 
sets a dollar of the world’s money 
and as long as the just and wise policy of the 
Republican party is continued, there can be 
no Lmpairment of the national credit. There- 
fore, under present laws relating thereto, it 
will be impossible for any man to lose a penny 
in the bonds or bills of the United States or in 
the bills of the national banks.”

Dispatches received by the secretary of the 
navy and General Hazen at Washington from 
Lieutenant Greely and Commander Schley 
announced the safe arrival of the Greely Re 
lief expedition at St. Johns, N. F. 

The expedition had been successful, but the 
success was marred by sorrow, as eighteen 
out of the twenty five men who formed the 
Greely party had perished from hunger and 
exposure before the relieving party reached 
them. 

When rescued, on June 22, the survivors 
were in a most deplorable condition, many 
having been frost-bitten, and all dying of 
hunger. In forty-eight hours more all would 
have been dead. Sergeant Ellison had both 
hands and feet so badly frozen that they had 
to be amputated, but he did not long survive 
the operation, and he diel on July@& The 
otbers are rapidly improving in health.

Both expeditions are regarded, from a scien- 
tafic standpoint, as the most successful that 
have ever been made into the frozen regions 
of the North, and as all of the records of <b- 
servations bearing on the researches of Liew 
tenant Greely have been ed, the impor- 
tance of his intelligent be. over 
estimated. For the first time in a period of 
three centuries America can claim the 
distinction of having penetrated to a point 
nearer the pole than any other country on the 
globe. The first announcement of safety 
of Lieutenant Greely was made in the follow- 
ing dispatch from Commander Schley to Sec 
retary Chandler, dated at St. Johns: 

Hon. W. E. Chandler, Secret of the 
Naryv, Washington. we: 
The Thetis, Baar and Lock Garry arrived 

here to-day from West Greenland. All are 
well. We separated from the Alert 150 miles 
north during a gale. At9%p. m., June 2, five 
mies o'T Cape tabhine, in Smith's sound, the 
Thetis and Bear rescued alive Lieutenant A. 
W. Greely, Sergt. Brainard, Sergt. Freder 
i-ks. Fergt. Long, Hespital Steward Beider-. 
back, Private Connell and Sergt. Ellison, the 
only survivors of the Lady Franklin Bay exe 
peiition. Sergt. Ellison had lost both hands 
and feet by frostbite, and died July 6 at God- 
haven, three days after the amputation, 
which had become imperative.

He abandoned all 

his boats and was adrift for thirty days on 
anice floe in Smith's sound: His perma- 

nent camp was established October 21, 1883, 


at a point where he was found. ing nine 
months his party had to live u a scant 
allowance of food brought from Fort 


Conger, that cached at Payer Harbor and Cape 
isabe la by Sir George Nares in 1875, but foun i 
much damaged by lapse of time; that cached 
by Beebe at Cape Sabine in 1882 and a small 
amount saved from the wreck of the Proteus 
in 1885, and landed by Lieuts. Garlington and 
Colwell on the beach where Greely’s party was 
found camped. When these provisions were 
consumed the party was forced to live u 
boiled sealskin strips from their sealski 
clothing, lichens and shrimps preserved in 
good weather, when they were strong 
enough to make exertion. As 1,500 shrimps 
were required to fill a gallon measure the 
labor was too exhausting to depend upon 
them to sustain lie entirely. The channel 
between Cape Sabine and Littleton island did 
not close, on account of the violent gales all 
winter, so that 240 rations at the latter point 
could not be reached. All of Grecly’s records 
and all instruments brought by him from 
Fort Conger are recovered and are on board 

From Hare Island to Smith's sound I had a 
constant and furious struggle with ice in im. 
passable floes. Solid barriers of ice werg 
overcome by watchfulness and patience. No 
opportunity to advance a mile 
and for several miles the ships were forced te 
ram their way through ice varying in thick- 
ness from three to six feat, and when rafted 
much greater. The Thetisand Bear reached 
Cape York June 1*. after a passage of twenty- 
one days in Melville Bay with the two ad- 
vance ships of the Dundee whaling fleet, and 
continued to Cape Sabine. Returning seven 
days later, we fell in with seven others of the 
fleet off Wostenholme Island, and announced 
Greely’s rescue to them in order that they 
might not be delayed from their — 
grounds or be tempted into the dangers o 
Smith's Sound in view of the reward of $25.,- 
000 offered by Congress. 

Returning across Melville bay we fell in 
with the Alert and Lock Garry off Devil's 
Thumb, strugghng through the ice. Com- 
mander Cotlin did admirably to get along so 
far with the transport so early in the season 
befcre an opening fad occurred. Lieutenant 
Emory, with the Pear, has sup me 

hroughout with great skillfulness and un- 
flinching readiness in accomplishing the great 
duty of relieving Greely. I would ask in- 
struction ab ut the Lock Garr¥, as the char 
ter party held by her master differs in several 
from mine. 

ihe Greely party are yery much im 
since their rescue, but were critical in the ex- 
treme when tound and for several days after. 
Forty-eight hours’ delay in reaching them 
would have been fatal to all now living.

Greely’s Terrible Experience. 

Genera] Hazen of the sicnal service at 
Washington rectived the following telegram 
from Lieutenant Greely at St. Johns: 

“Brainard, Beirijerback, Connell, Freder- 
leks, Lome, myself, sole survivors, arrived 
bre to day, having been rescued at the point 
of death from starvation by relief ships The 
tis and Bear June 22 at Camp Clay, northwest 
of Cape Sabine. Al! a:e now in good health, 
but weak.

Game failed, vite daily hunting 
irom ®@rly February. fore the sun re 
turned only 500 pounds of meat could be ob- 
tained. During this year minute shrimps, 
seaweed, sassafras, rock lichens and sealskin 
were resorted to for food, with results as 
shown in the number of survivors. The last 
regular food was issued May 14. Only 150 
pounds of meat having been left by Garling- 
ton, compelled me to send in November 
four men to obtain 144 pounds of Eng- 
ish meat at [sabella. During the trip Ellison 
froze solid both hands and feet, and lost them, 
surviving, however, through our terrible 
Winter and spring, until July 8 The sur- 
vivors owe their lives to the indomitable 
energy of Captain Schley and Lieutenant 
Emory, whe, pre-eded by thre: and accom- 
pani d by five whalers, foreed their vessels 
from Upernavik, through Melville bay, into 
North ¥ rater at Cape York with the fore- 
most whaler.
